HE Honorable the Lieutenant Governor 
in. Council, having had reason to believe 
that the system heretofore established for the 
manufacture and sale of Salt, proved equally 
exatious to the manufacturers and incouven. 
‘ent to the Public, and being desirous of se- 
enring to the Publica ready supply of this 
necessary of Life ata reasonable rate, adapt. 
ed to the existing means and circumstances of 
„the people, has been pleased to resume the 
whole of the Salt Farms throughout Java and 
„Madara, and to resolve that the salt Depart- 
‚ment he in future placed uuder the immedi- 
ate management of the Officers of Govern- 
it Salt manufactured on Java or Madura, 
or on the Íslands dependent thereon, will in 
‘tonsequence be fer the immediate account of 
Government, and all persons whatever are 
„prohibited from manufacturing Salt, exeept 
en account of Government, uuder pain of the 
Saltso manufactured being coufiscated; any 
persons giving information of Salt haviag 
‚been sv made and manufactured, except on 
account of Government, shalt receive one 
half of the value of the quantity scized and 
confiscated as a reward for their trouble. 
No Salt is in future to be removed in 
quantities exceeding 2 Pical without à Pass 
from the Salt Agent, which will be sufficient 
fo carry it duty free throughout the Island, 
and any boats or carriages employed in the 
Lonveyance of Salt masufactured in Java or 
Madara coatrary to the Regulatious of Gov. 
ernment will be liable to coufiscattun. 
All Salt, &c. liable to confiseatton, under 
he Regulations of Gevernment, will be pro 
cevded against at Batavia,-befvre the Revenue 
Cominittee, and iu every other part of the 
Island, in the Resident’s Court of the District 
‘in which the ofence may have been committed, 
whose decision will be final, except in cases 
wherean appeal may lie to the Honorabie

The Price of the Salt at these principal De-

£his rate will be regularly fixed and published 
in each District respectively. 

Ta obviate inconvenience on the change of 
System, and to protect the public from the 
effects of any partial Monopoly in the úrst 
instance, Salt will be sold to Individuals from 
the Pepâts and public Stores in quantities as 
small as one picul at an advance of 25 per 
tent on the wholesale price, which it is cal. 
eulated wilt afford sufficient encouragement tu 
speculators te induce competition in the Mar. 
ket, and eventually enable Government to 
dispose of the Salt by regular periodical pub- 
Fc sales, leaving the retail price to find its 
level in the Market. 

The quantity of Salt manufactured con- 
siderabiy exceeding the demand for internal 
Consumption, the Honorable the Lieutenant 
Governor in Council has been pleased, with 
the vicw of encouraging the Expert trade of 
the Islaud by every possible means, to es. 
tablish the price of Salt for exportation at a 
Fate suficiently low to afford a reasonable 
Profit, at whatever foreiga Market it may 


for Exportation at 
Dollars per Coyang 
‚to be delivered on board from 
Priùcipal Depôts beforementioned, 
but Salt so purchased for exportation, will 
be subject to gonfiscation if relanded at any

Custom Hie Regulations, 
1814. 


HE System of farming the import and 
export duties having been abolished at 
all the ports of this Island, and the Collection 
thereof intrusted to the immediate Officers of 
Government, the following amended Re. 
gulations and rates of duties, which are rene 
dered equal throughout, are published for gee 
neral information and observance, the same 
to take effect from artd after the let January 
1814, in lieu of the existing Regulations, 
which are rescinded from that date. 

Regular Custom.Houses having been ede 
tablished at Batavia, Samarang and Sourae 
baya, no Ships or Vessels are allowed to enter 
for tradeat any other harbour er pert in 
Java or Madara, exeept such as are Registered 
as Colonial Vessels, and Vesscls belonging ta 
ports uader British authority, or native porte 
dependent upon or in alliance with the 
Government of Jara, Eastward of the river 
Arracan, without obtaining a pass from one 
of those ports for the purpose. 

The intermediate ports are as follows—In 
the Batavia Division, Anjier or Bantam, and 
Cheribon. fa the Samarang Division, Tagal, 
Paccalongang; Japara, Joansa and Reme 
hang. 

In the Sourabaya Division, Grissie, Paze 
serouwang, Bisouki, and Sumanap. Vesseie 


from ports west-of the Cape of Good Hope, 


as well asall Vessels belgnging to ports not 
under British authority, mustenterat the port 
of Batavia, or obtain the permission of Gov. 
ernment previous to trading at any ether 
port. : 

D The Custom.Houses will be open 

day, Sundays and Holidays excepted, from 
nine o’clock in the morning till three in the 
afternoon, and attendance will be given at 
all times that may be necessary for the age 
commodation of Traders. 

All Goods and Packages without excep. 
tion imported from Sea, shall be landed at 
the Custom.House Wharf, and if landed or 
attempted to be landed at any other place, withe 
out permission, they will be Kable to confise 
cation, as well as all Packages attempted to 
be passed in or out, and detected by inspee. 
tion to be different in quantity or quality 
from what they are represented, 

‘Tke arrival of all Vessels in the Roads shall 
be reported to the Collector of Custosks 
without delay, and the manifest of the whole 
cargo on board of such Vessels, delivered 
into the offce of the Collector by the Com. 
manders or Supracargoes, ‘within three days 
after their arrival, and the same shalt be 
swoen to if requircd. E 

Any Merchandize or Goods landed or ät. 
tempted to be landed, before such mamifest 
shalt have been regularly entered at the offie 
of the Collector of Customs, and sworn to âf 
tequired, anda Permit obtained for that pure 
pose, as also all Goods or Merchandize land. 
ed that may not have been inserted in the 
manifest, shall be seized and Hable to confis. 
eation ; and if the same shall appear to have 
been laden on freight, the Master or Suprae 
cargo will be liable to penalty, not exceed. 
ing the value thereof. 

The following Notification shall be sent by 
the Collector of Customs, to the Commanders 
of all Ships aud Vessels coming into the 
Roads, viz.

Alt breaches of the Custam.House Re. 
‘gulations, as well as all complaints from 
parties who may feel themselves aggrieved 
under eitcumstances which they: do not doem 
warranted by those Regulations shall in the 
first instance be referred to and. cognizable 
by the Revenue Committees established at 
Batavia, Samaraug and Sourabaya, in all 
Cases arising within those ports-—Ând in 
cases which may ariseat the intermediate ports, 
the Resident will act according to his dis. 
‘cretion, and Parties feeling themselves aggriev- 


‘ed must appeal through him to Government. 


But in the event of the parties not feeling 
satisfied with the decision of the Revenue 
Committees and of Government, they will be 
entitled to prefer their complaints before the 
established Courts, and ‘take their remedy in 
theordinary course of Law, provided they 
give immediate notice thereof, eh 
The proceeds of all Goods seized and con. 
fiscated are to be divided into (hrce parts—= 
Onethird to be paid into the Treasury of 
Government—One third to the Informer 
and one third to the Collector—unless ather. 
wise directed by Government in any particus 
lar cases. i 

Persons convicted of obstructing the Col. 
lector’s Officers in the execution of their 
duty, will be subjeet to immediate arrest, and 
liable to be dealt with according to law. 

The Asistants and sabordinate Officers of 
‘every description in the Collector's Depart. 
ment are restricted from trade, and. the Col. 
dectors are held personally responsible for the 
due and strict observance of this regulation. 

Nothing in these regulations, is to be con- 
sidered to interfere with the Town duties 
which are or may be established in Batavia, 
‘Samarang and Sourabaya.

The latest news from Constantinople is 
dated the 4th June, and from the seat of war 
in the north of Europe of the 8th of May. 

The Fortress of Thorn beseiged by a 
Corps of the Western Ärmy, capitulated 6 
hours after opening the Frenches; a great. 
er part of the garrisoun was composed of 
Bavarian troops, who laid down their Arns, 
and were allowed to be at large, under con- 
dition of thsìie not serving during the war, 

The magazines cousiderable and the Arsen 
nal richty stored with arms5 the Swedish 
advanced guard has occupied Rosbeck, 
and passed the Elb. ‘The Russian Emper 
ror’s Head Quarters were at Dresden. The 
Western army wason jts march towards the 
Oder. 
It is said that Bonaparte quitted Paris for 
his army the morning aftèr his interview with 
the Ambassador of the Emperor of Austria, 
“wlio was’ charged with the terms on which it 
wäs pröposed to effect a general peace, and 
that he had declared the [Empress Regent in 
his absence, ‘This appears to be important 
intelligence, though not at present easy to 
speculate on the result, it evinces a strong 
disposition to court the friendship of Austria 
by nominating the Emperor's daughter as Re. 
gent, and on the other hand it must be doubt. 
ful whether this Act of Policy wauld have the 
effect of. recanciting to that Power the rejec. 
tion of the terms on which her mediation was 
offered, the basis of which is supposed to be 
the limitation of the Kingdam of France, 
within the Alps, the Pyrenees and the Rhine. 

The Elbe and all the Northern Ports seem 
to have been opened to British Commerce, 

The allied armies of Russia are said to have 
engaged the French on the 2d May at Dresden, 
and that the latter were defcated 
of 15,000 men and seve 
after which it is said the French recrossed the 
Elbe and destroyed very many gun-boats 
which they had on that River, 

It is also understood that on the return of 
the Ambassador sent by the Emperor of Aus- 
tria to Bonaparte, the former had provided for 
a levy of a further army of 100,000 men. 

The Emperor of Russia and King of Prussia 
were present at the battle, and were at Dres- 
den on the 8th May according to a letter re- 
ceived at Constantinople from thence of that 
date, which contradicts a report of that 
Bonaparte after his defeat on the 2d, rallied 
his men, beat the Russians and Prussians, and 
took possession again of Dresden, 

Austria is exerting all her influence, backed 
by a formidable army of 100,000 men, called 
an army of Observation, to negociate peace. 

Bonaparte has at present paid no atten. 
tien to her mediatien, but perhaps if he 
meets a few more reverses and finds it more 
difficult than he was aware of to recruit his 
Cavalry, which was terribly cut up dur.

The variety of his genius is only equalled 
by his deep and excellent judgment. In 
the battle of Salamanca, a column was ex- 
ceedingly pressed by the overbearing and 
superior strength of that part of {he enen ys 
line; it gave way ; another column was ad- 
vancing to support it.
